(d)  Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics. 

The  County  Council  is  the  Authority  under  the  notifications 
of  Births  and  Child  Welfare  Acts  for  the  whole  of  the  area. 

There  are  no  Clinics  or  Treatment  Centres  situated  in  the 
area,  but  the  Clinics  at  Harrogate  and  Knaresborough  are  open 
to  children  from  this  district. 

(e)  Hospitals. 

Hospitals  are  provided  by  the  Sanitary  Authority  for  cases 
of  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria,  Enteric  Fever  and  Small  Pox. 

Fever. 

The  Harrogate,  Knaresborough  and  Wetherby  Joint  Isolation 
Hospital,  situated  at  Thistle  Hill,  Knaresborough,  provides 
accommodation  for  72  patients.  This  accommodation  at  present  is 
sufficient. 

Small  Pox. 

The  Small  Pox  Hospital,  situated  in  Killinghall,  with  accommo- 
dation for  16  patients,  is  provided  by  the  Harrogate,  Knaresborough 
and  Wetherby  Joint  Isolation  Hospital  Committee. 

Tuberculosis. 

The  District  Council  does  not  provide  hospitals  for  Tuber- 
culosis, but  this  class  of  patient  is  admitted  to  sanatoria  provided 
by  the  County  Council.  One  Sanatorium  has  been  erected  at 
Scotton  Moor. 

Other  Hospitals. 

There  are  no  other  hospitals  in  the  district.  The  hospitals 
available  for  the  area  are  the  General  and  Special  Hospitals,  situated 
in  Harrogate,  Leeds,  Bradford,  York  and  the  Public  Assistance 
Hospital  at  Knaresborough.

/.  Water  Supply — All  the  Rural  District  Council’s  Area 
with  the  exception  of  Burton  Leonard  is  included  in  the  area 
of  supply  of  the  Harrogate  Corporation. 

Up  to  the  present  date  Harrogate  Corporation  mains  have 
been  laid  to  12  Parishes,  and  the  Rural  District  Council  provide 
a piped  supply,  from  a borehole,  to  the  Parish  of  Burton 
Leonard.  Of  the  remaining  Parishes,  three  are  supplied  with 
water  by  private  undertakers,  six  are  supplied  by  public  and 
private  wells. 

During  the  year  1937  no  extensions  of  water  mains  have 
been  made. 

Ferrensby  Village  is  still  without  a satisfactory  water  supply. 
The  well  water  generally  is  of  a dubious  standard,  and  samples 
taken  for  bacteriological  examination  have  shown  feacal 
pollution.  The  public  pump  at  Ferrensby  Village  has  been 
restricted.  Arrangements  are  being  made  for  the  Harrogate 
Corporation  to  extend  their  mains  from  Farnham  to  Ferrensby, 
towards  the  cost  of  which  provisional  grants  have  been  promised 
by  the  Ministry,  the  County  Council  and  the  Rural  District  Council. 

The  Parish  of  Burton  Leonard  is  provided  with  an  abundant 
supply  of  water  which,  however,  contains  excessive  hardness,  and 
the  installation  of  a softening  plant  and  replacement  of  the  ex- 
isting pumping  plant  with  a larger  unit  is  being  considered. 

In  the  Parish  of  Hampsthwaite  several  farms  at  Rawden 
Lane  are  still  without  an  adequate  water  supply.  Routine 
sampling  of  water  for  bacteriological  examination  from  public 
and  private  wells  was  carried  out,  26  samples  being  taken,  of 
which  17  showed  serious  feacal  pollution. 

Samples  of  water  from  private  supplies  of  doubtful  purity 
have  been  taken  during  the  year  and  dealt  with  accordingly. 

2.  Drainage  and  Sewerage— The  following  Parishes  still 
require  sewering  : Brearton,  Burton  Leonard,  Ferrensby,  Kettle- 
sing, Scotton  and  South  Stainley.  Improvement  of  defective 
sewers  is  required  in  the  Parishes  of  Beckwithshawr  Village, 
Brearton,  Burton  Leonard,  Ferrensby,  Hampsthwaite  and  Scotton. 

The  sewage  disposal  works  in  the  Parishes  of  Hampsthwaite 
and  Killinghall  are  inadequate. 

The  construction  of  new  sewers  up  the  Main  Street  and  part  of 
Hollins  Lane,  and  the  enlargement  of  the  Sewage  Outfall 
Works  at  Hampsthwaite  should  be  given  early  consideration, 
although  a scheme  is  at  present  with  the  Minister  of  Health. 
The  existing  sewers  are  very  defective,  being  unjointed  and 
thereby  allowing  excessive  infiltration  of  ground  water  to  take 
place,  which  so  floods  the  ground  at  the  Outfall  Works  as  to 
cause  it  to  be  quickly  sickened. 
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Daring  the  year  1937  a sewer  extension  (169  yards  of  6 
incli  pipe)  has  been  carried  out  at  Burton  Leonard,  which  will 
serve  as  a branch  sewer  when  the  full  scheme  is  laid. 


Rivers  and  Streams. — No  complaints  of  pollution  of  rivers 
and  streams  have  been  received  during  the  year. 


Closet  Accommodation. — The  Council  have  again  offered 
financial  assistance  towards  the  conversion  of  privies  into 
water-closets.  It  is  still  advisable  for  this  assistance  to  be  con- 
tinued as  it  tends  to  improve  sanitary  conditions  and  also  facili- 
tates scavenging.  , 


Public  Cleansing — The  following  8 Parishes  are  scavenged  by 
the  Council  by  direct  labour  : Bilton,  Follifoot,  Hampsthwaite, 
Killinghall,  Knaresborough  Outer,  Pannal,  Scriven,  and  Starbeck. 
The  smaller  properties  of  the  14  Parishes  which  are  not  scavenged 
experience  difficulty  in  disposing  of  domestic  refuse  in  the  way  of 
tins,  bottles,  etc.  These  Parishes  should  be  considered. 

Two  covered  motor  refuse  collectors  are  owned  by  the 
Council  and  the  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  incineration  at  Thistle 
Hill,  Knaresborough,  and  by  controlled  tipping  at  How  Quarry, 
Pannal. 


Swimming  Baths  and  Pools.  — The  River  Nidd  winds  its  way 
through  practically  the  heart  of  the  Rural  District’s  Area,  and 
during  the  past  Summers  it  has  been  enormously  used  by 
bathers,  especially  at  Ripley  Valley,  and  Roger’s  Dam  in  the  par- 
ish of  Plompton.  There  is  a constant  flow  of  fresh  water,  and  it 
has  been  deemed  unnecessary  to  obtain  samples  of  the  water. 


Tents , Vans , Sheds , etc. — The  Camping  grounds  at  Roger’s 
Dam,  and  Calcutt,  Knaresborough,  are  used  chiefly  for  summer 
week-end  camping,  and  have  been  maintained  in  a satisfactory 
manner.

Prevalence  of,  and  Control  over,  Infectious  and  other 

Diseases. 

There  were  twenty-three  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  notified 
during  the  year.  Five  cases  of  Diphtheria,  one  of  Enteric  Fever 
and  twelve  of  Pneumonia  were  notified.  The  Diphtheria  cases 
were  traced  to  a child  returning  to  the  district  after  a visit  to 
an  infected  area.  The  sourse  of  infection  of  the  case  of  Enteric 
Fever  (Paratyphoid)  I was  unable  to  trace.  There  were  no 
deaths  from  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough,  Measles 
or  Enteric  Fever. 


Diphtheria  Anti-toxin  is  provided  free  by  the  Council  in 
necessitous  cases. 

No  cases  of  Undulant  Fever  were  notified. 

Owing  to  the  enlargement  of  the  area  served  by  the  Isolation 
Hospital  an  additional  block  for  Scarlet  Fever  cases  is  required.
